restricted the rig h ts of th e 
floating 
population and w ent at length Into 
the subject. 
Assem blym an Ofstie of 
Eau Claire, vigorously defended th e 
rig h t of the stu d en ts of the sta te to 
vote. 
“ The qualifications for a voter in 
W isconsin are one y ear's residence 
in the state, ten days in the precinct, 
and not being an idiot,” said Ofstie. 
“ This gives any tra m p in th e state 
the rig h t to vote. 
And this assem ­ 
bly is considering disenfranchising 
intelligent and cu ltu red young men 
from th eir rights as citizens of W is­ 
consin. 
The bill is a jo k e.” 
“ The most nefarious piece of legis­ 
lation ever presented In th e W iscon­ 
sin senate.” 
This was the sta te m e n t m ade in 
the senate this m orning, by Senator 
Bray, regarding th e Ackley w a te r­ 
power bill. 
Senator Bray yesterday offered a 
resolution in th e senate providing 
for the appearance of Prof. E. A. 
Gilmore before the senate to give 
his ideas reg ard in g th e W isconsin 
w aterpow er situation. 
The resolu­ 
tion m et with spirited opposition be­ 
cause of th e alleged im plication in

HEIM BILL LOSES 
IN THE ASSEMBLY 


Attempt 
to 
Disfranchise 
Students Turned Down by 
Big Majority; Bill Not 
Constitutional 


MADISON, Win., March 4-— (Spe­ 
cial.)— The Helm bill to disfranchise 
students at educational institutions 
was defeated in the assembly last 
night by a strong majority. Prior to 
the defeat of the original bill. Assem­ 
blyman Crosby of Clark county of­ 
fered a substitute 
which 
provided 
that the fact of the residence of a 
student at an educational center shall 
not gain or lose him 
a 
residence 
there. 
The debate centered on this 
amendment, which was finally de­ 
feated. 57 to 13. 
The original Heim 
bill provided that no student shall be 
allowed to vote at an education cen­ 
ter unless he is self-supporting. Law­ 
yers in the assembly pronounced this 
bill unconstitutional, and a substi­ 
tute was presented which attem pted 
to accomplish the same purpose in a 
constitutional way. 
When the assembly convened last 
night Assemblyman Julius Hanson of 
Shawano county attacked tile meas­ 
ure, saying if such a bill were en­ 
acted the principle would speedily be 
extended to other occupations and 
vocations. 
Assemblyman Minkley, in 
attacking the bill, said that the wet 
and dry question was the mainspring 
hack of this proposed legislative ac­ 
tion. 
He said he was opposed to 
illegal voting but saw in this bill only 
an attem pt to disfranchise persons 
who would not vote the way certain 
elements in society wanted them to. 
Mlnkley's speech brought such an ap­ 
plause from the galleries that Speak­ 
er VVhittet threatened to clear the 
galleries if it were repeated. 
The assembly 
killed the Pieper 
bill which would practically have re­ 
pealed the eugenics m arriage law. It 
provided that contracting parties to a 
marriage need not be physically ex­ 
amined but must sign a statem ent de­ 
claring themselves free from com­ 
municable diseases. 
By a vote of 68 to 15 the assembly 
killed the K ent bill to increase the 
minimum salary of Wisconsin teach­ 
ers from $40 to $60 a month.

The debate on the Helm bill in­ 
tended to disenfranchise students of 
the state educational institutes was 
opened by Assemblyman Crosby

Clark. The bill has been recommend­ 
ed for indefinite postponement. 
He 
said that nearly all of the states had 
restricted the rights of the 
floating 
population and went at length into 
the subject. 
Assemblyman Ofstie of 
Eau Claire, vigorously defended the 
right of the students of the state to 
vote. 
“The qualifications for a voter in 
Wisconsin are one year’s residence 
In the state, ten days in the precinct, 
and not being an idiot,’’ said Ofstie. 
“This gives any tramp in the state 
the right to vote. 
And this assem ­ 
bly is considering disenfranchising 
intelligent and cultured young men 
from their rights as citizens of W is­ 
consin. 
The bill is a joke.**

MADISON, WIs., March 4.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— The Heim bill to disfranchise 
students at educational institutions 
was defeated in the assembly last 
night bv a strong majority. Prior to 
the defeat of the original bill. Assem­ 
blyman Crosby of Clark county of­ 
fered a substitute 
which 
provided 
that the fact of the residence of a 
student at an educational center shall 
not gain or lose him 
a 
residence 
there. 
The debate centered on this 
amendment, which was finally de­ 
feated, 57 to 13. 
The original Heim 
bill provided that no student shall be 
allowed to vote at an education cen­ 
ter unless he is self-supporting. Law­ 
yers in the assembly pronounced fbis 
bill unconstitutional, and a substi­ 
tute was presented which attem pted 
to accomplish the same purpose in a 
constitutional way. 
When the assembly convened last 
night Assemblyman Julius Hanson of 
Shawano county attacked the meas­ 
ure, saying if such a hill were en­ 
acted the principle would speedily be 
extended to other occupations and 
vocations. 
Assemblyman Minkley, in 
attacking the bill, said that the wet 
and dry question was the mainspring 
back of this proposed legislative ac­ 
tion. 
He said he was opposed to 
illegal voting but saw in this bill only 
an attem pt to disfranchise persons 
who would not vote the way certain 
elements in society wanted them to. 
Minkley’8 speech brought such an ap­ 
plause from the galleries that Speak­ 
er W hittet threatened to clear the 
galleries if it were repeated. 
The assembly 
killed the Pieper 
bill which woald practically have re­ 
pealed the eugenics m arriage law. It 
provided that contracting parties to a 
m arriage need not be physically ex­ 
amined but must sign a statem ent de­ 
claring themselves free from com ­ 
municable diseases. 
By a vote of 68 to 15 the assembly 
killed the K ent bill to increase the 
minimum salary of Wisconsin teach­ 
ers from $40 to $60 a month.

MADISON. Wis.. March 4.— (Spe­ 
cial, t— Railroad representatives an­ 
nounced here today that they opened

campaign, which will be carried into 
every hamlet of the state, in favor 
of the passage of the two and one- 
half cent fare law. 
The speakers in­ 
vaded the upper end of the Fox Riv­ 
er Valley today, speaking at Appleton 
and other cities. 
Speeches will be 
made in Beloit on the same subject 
on the afternoon of March 5. 
The railroad men will present sta­ 
tistics at all of these meetings show­ 
ing a decrease in earnings of the 
roads since the two cent fare law was 
enacted in 1907. The railroads con­ 
tend that a fare of two and one-half 
cents will be necessary if the rail­ 
roads are to be expected to give im­ 
proved service. Among those in the

urging the fare in­ 
crease are E. G. Potter of the ’’Boo;”

Nearly 200 petitions have been 
presented to the legislature signed 
by many thousands of people asking 
that a two and one-half cent fare law' 
be enacted.

Many of the petitions ask 
for an investigation of the m atter 
by the legislature and in two or three 
instances the petitions have asked 
that this investigation be carried on 
by the railroad commission. 
Governor Philipp ha* announced 
that he will veto the two and one-lialf 
cent fare bill if passed. He declares 
that he does not believe it can secure 
a favorable vote In both houses of 
the legislature.
